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AGAINST THE INCOME TAX

Coming Decision of the Bupreme Conrt Will
Upeet the Law Completaly,

—

MAJORITY FINALLY AGREES ON ALL POINTS

Changing of Opinlons and Shifting of
Fositions Surround the Outevme with
Uncertninty for a Time, buat
It's All Over Now,

Washington special to the Chlengo Tribune
Chief Justice Fuller bas completed writing a
declelon which upsete the lncome tax law en-
tirely and wipes it off the statute books. The
deciston has been put in type, returned from
the printer, and s now belng consldered by
the mujority justices solely on the grounds of
fts genernl expressionn. The law lteell is n
thing of the past,

This result has been reached only after a
series of remarkable changes In the coart, the
entire history of which In not lik=ly to be glven
to the publle. Justice Juckson, on whom the
burden of the cass seamed to rest, tonk dides
In favor of the copstitutlonality of the law as

A whole, but united with other Justices In
exempting rents and state bonds from the
opurntion of the law. His declalon apparently

scttled the matter and the feiends of the law
were more or less triumphant

Unfortunately, Just at this time, which was
shortly aftor noon last Saturday, It became
evidenl that pne of the fustieen In fuvor of
the law, but agalnst the rents, fit
change hls opinlon. In the original hearing
of the cnus he votedl that taxation of rents
wie not sonstitutional, but that the law, o=
& whole, was good luw, Eaturday he withdrew
from his originel position and voted that a
tax on renta was not a direct tax, and hence
did not assall the broad principles lald down
in the constitution.

It It rhould happen that Justlee Brown
writes and dellvers next Monday a dissent-
ing apitlon, It Is probable’ he Is the one who
chunged back from his previous advanced
opinion  which was well established. The
conferenece of Saturday developed the fact
that Chief Justice Fuller, Justices Field, Gray
and Brewer were still opposed (o the law as
a whole. Practically, the whole court was
willlng to exempt state and munieipal bonds,
A majhrity of the court, Including Justice
Juckson, was opposed Lo the tax on rentals.
An apparent majority was In favor of up-
holding the law as a whole, but just at this
Juncture Justice Shiras, who had wavered
during the first hearing, began to show evl-
dences of changing front.

Thus it will be seen that Justiee Brown

changed front on the rental question and
Bhirns changed back on the law Itself, He
wan still undecided when Chief Justice Fuller
started to write an opinion, and for & while
the Chleagoe member of the conrt did not
know whether he was writing the decislon of
the court or a dissenting oplnion.
* Finally Mr. Justice Shiras took his stand
with the opponents of the law, and then the
chlef justice went to work on his opinlon,
knowling It would go down Into hisiory as the
decltlon of the eourt. It will almort cer-
talnly be handed down Monday, and the
chances are there will be several individumd
opinigns delivered at the same Ume,

Next Manday |8 an annlversary for Justloe
Fleld, for on that day he completes thirty-
two vears of gerviee on the bench. He is
expected to celebrute the ‘event by an opin-
fon expressing hiz personal wiew of the law,
which in the maln colpeldes with that of the
court, although golng further. Justiee White
in expected to present a strong dissenting
opinion, still further upbolding the doctrine
of stire decisis.  Justice Brown, I it be
true, as alleged, that he haw ohanged front
on the questlon of rent, will be likely to ex-
pluin his position. Justice Harlan delivered n
short dissenting opinion befors, He s ex-
pected to ko more Into detall next Monday.

All of that day, and possibly part of Tuoes-
day, may be taken up In reading the different
oplnlons, and when they are all In but one
Eroat fact will appear to the common peo-
ple, which' will be that the populist Income
tnx has been wiped off the statute books, and
in such n way, too, that It can never be re-
enncted and enforced until & new supreme
court s presept to let down the constitu-
tional bars.

The people who are lable to be plaged in
& hole are those who have already pald thelr
taxes, The opinlon prevalls at the Treéasury
department that the money cannot be pald
back except by special act of congress. Ac-
cording to the opinlon of wome of the law of-
ficera of the government, the secretary of the
treasury ecannot pay out one siver dollar to
anybody except when duly authorized by
law, If th!s be true those peopls who were
prompt In paying thelr indome thxes will
have to whistle for thelr money untll some
time next winter, and cven then will be de-
pendent on the whimsicalities of legislation
tn the senate, which will be torn up and
practically will have no leader to force
through necessary leglslation,

The ropayment of the income taxes will be
undoubtedly one of the llems In the urgency
deficiency bill, always presented early In the
sesnion, but the ltem may not get through
congross for m year,
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0lL HAS ADVANCED IN RUSSIA

Frodueers In that Country Have
Working for =mall Profits.
WASHINGTON, May 18.—Consul General
Korel at 8t, Petersburg, under date of April
80, has made a report to the State department
upon the kerosene industry of Russin. He
seyd the great opponent of the Amerlcan
kerogene industry in the forelgn market is
the Russian product and In order to meet
competition the Russlans try to reduce ex-
penses everywhere, Owing to the Increase in
rices in the London market, oll in Russia
us aleo advanesd. For the two previous
yeéars the profits have not been large, but xo
far in the year 1895 there is a large trade
at good prices. Mre. Korel says, however,
that the prices in Russin do not correspond
t&o the Increasod prices in International mar-
otn.,

Acvcording to the report of the minister
of finance, the Russian ol Indusiry com-
forts llself with the hope that In the near
future the American keroséne wells will
woaken In the delivery of the usual supply
and that Russin will then control the
Buropean oil business, The same papér sayn
“Duriug the frat monthe of 1886 the United
Btates had to suspend the export of kerogene
to the Aslatle warkets, and according to the
most trustworthy caleniations, the American
wells will not be able In the present statle of
productiveness to answer all the demands
of the Europeun markets, which they have
heretofore been supplying, and which will
then be supplied with Russian kerosenc.'

Attempts have been made to agree upon
a division of the internationsl markets and
durlng the last few days such an agroee-
ment has been affected and preosented to the
minister of finance for confirmation. A note
by the State department states here that the
announcement will be made by eable that
the Russian minister of flnance has refused
his masent.

WANT TO
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ANNMNOUNCE IT FIKRST

Bupreme Court Judges Not Willing te He
Foresinlled in Thelr Decision.

WABHINGTON, May 15.—It was generally
expected ithat the Justlees of the supreme
court today would held another conference
on the Income tax question for the purpose
of reaching & final conclusion and of pass-
Ing upon the opinlon of the court and the
dissenting opinion of the Jusiices who might
fnd themselves In Lhe minority, but the
c_qn_u_.ulullan dld not take place and will
not until Monday morning, Immedlately pre-
ceding the reconvening of the court, It is
customary with the court to hold lts con-
sultations on Saturday sand there are three
theorigs advanced for today's departure from
the ususl practice,

1. That the justices engaged In the work
of wriling the oplnions may oot have oon-
sluded thelr labors,

2. That some one or more of Lhe Justioes
may desire further time for conslderation
of the questions Involved In the Income
lax cakes.

3. That the premature aunnouncement of
the court's first declsion on the case has
resulted in a determination not to confer
until the last moment and thus preveut any
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of thé conclusion of the court from the beneh

Extraordinary precautione have been taken
to kéep necret the views of the court and
until the rumors now afloat are confirmed, it
I¥ tmpossible to get definite Information.

An adjustment of the
company's grant In 1888 showed that it has
recelved 201,101 seres to the nporth of Is
line in excess of the amount granted and a
demand was made for the reconveyance of
this land., The company refused to comply

Certain of these southern tracts, it Is al-
leged, have already been sold by the coms-
pany and it Ig desircus of securing the pat-
ente for them and offérs to surrender un
egual amount north of the road If these are
patented to ft.  The law expressly forbids:

All necessary preparatlons have been made
by the land office cfficlals for carrying the
provistions of the proclamation Into effect,
The reservalion conslsts of 216.000 acres, but
181,000 of this land bas been withheld for
allotments of the Indlans and for school In-
demnity purposes, leavipng 85000 acres to
be taken up. The lands ure rubject to ordi-
nary homestead entry at $1.50 an acre.

The United States war ships San Francisco
and Marblehead, from the Mediterranean, and
the New York and Columbia, from New
York, will rendezvous at Southampton and
will proceed together to Kilel, In order to
take part In the elaborate fetes prepared
there to celebrate the opening of the North
sea and Baltle capnl. It Is estimated that
the four United States ships will represent
21,747 tons, with seventy-five officers and
1,497 men. Great Britnin will bhe represenled
by four first class twin-screw battle ships,
the Rtoval Soverelgn, Empress of Indla, Reso-
lution and Hepulse, the first class twin-sorew
erulsers Blenhelm and Endymion, the third
class crulser Bellona, the first cliss gun-
bonts Speedy and Haleyon and the Admiralty
yucht Enchantress, under command of Vies
Admiral Fitzroy. Thie fleet of ten war whips
will carry 171 oMeeérs and 4,390 men, and
have & total dlsplacement of 78660 tons.
Austria will senl four war ships, which will
carry fifty-two ofcers and 1,421 men, and
which will represent a dlsplacement of 13,594
tons. The Austrian feet will be commanded
by Rear Admiral the Archduke Charles
Stephen. Russin will send three ships under
Rear Admiral Bkirdloff, with seventy officers
and 1,308 men, representing 20,072 tons.
Italy will make a gallant showing with nine
war vessels, carrylng 180 officers and 3,310
men, and representing 13,800 tons. The
Italian fleet will be commanded by the duke
of Genoa, France will only send three ahips
but they will represent 15800 tons and will
be manned by sixty offlcers and 1,380 men.
Seandinavia will send five ships, representing
B,375 t1ons, with fifty-five oficers and 675
men, under Rear Admiral Klinteberg. There
will be three Spanieh ships present, repre-
santing 17,866 tons, with fifty-slx oMcers and
1,231 men. The Daulsh fag will be repre-
sented by six war ships, with thirty-two
ofeers, 1,370 men and 2960 tons, The
Netherlands wii send two war ships, repre-
senting 4,076 tons, with twenty-five officrrs
an 413 men. There will b two Roumanian
war ships present, representing 1,650 tons,
with twenty-three officers and 400 men.
Turkey will he represented by a crulser of
1,948 tons, having on board Afteen officers
and 200 men.

These
daughters were no doubt fine looking, well
developed wormen, gified with the power of
eloquence, able to impress their thelr person-
allty and arguments on thet-immense assem-
blage of the people. They Were allowed to
plead thelr own cdse 4p person before the
lawgivers, the priests, m#id '‘Whe princes, the
rulers in state and chusgel, and &ll the con-
gregntion, at the very dgor of the tabernacie.
They presented their casacwith such force
and clearness that all saw the Justice of their
clalms, Moses was so deeply Impressed that
he at onece rellred to hls closel tb listen
to the sti)l smmall volge 'of consclence and
commune with hig Muaker. "In response the
Lord sald to him: *“"The daughters of Ze-
lophehad speak right, If a man die and leave
no son, then ye shall tange his inheritance
to pass unio his daughters.”” It would have
besn commendable If the mambers of the late
constitutional eonvention in  New York had
Iike Moses, nsked the guidatve of the Lord in
deciding the rights of *he' daughters of the
Van Rensselaers, the Stuyvesants, the Liv-
Ingstons, and the Knlekerbockers.

The final actlon revealéd the palnful fact
that they never thought o take the case
to the highest court In the moral universe
The daughters of Zelophehad were fortunate
in belng all of one mind, none there to plgad
the fatigue, the publicity, the responsibility
of paylng taxes and investing property, of
kesping & bank sccount, und having some
knowledge of mathematics. The deughters of
Zolophehad were happy to acoept all the nec-
fusary burdens, in apired by the laws of in-
heritance, while the daughters of the Knlcker-
bockers trembled at the thought of assuming
the duties Involved In self-government

As soon as Moses lald the case beford the
Lord, He not only allowed the justice of the
claim, but gave “a statute of judgment,” by
which the Jewish magimrates should deter-
mine ull Fuch cases in tha division of prop-
erty In the land of Canaan In sll after ages.

When the rights of property were secured
to married women In the state of New York
In 1848 a certaln class was opposed to the
measure, and would cross the stresl to avold
speaking to the sisters who had prayed and

itloned for its success, They did not ob-
ect, however, in due line to use the prop-
erty thus secured.
